but met with little success. He also hired a hall in Glendale 
to a hold a protest meeting. However, he cancelled this 
meeting because the individuals associated with! the Taxpayers

On March 31.? 19^1, a source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised that Fridtjof -Karla Publications, 
Sycamore Hollow, Old Moon Road, Route 1, Box 188, Michigan City, 
Indiana, had issued a press release signed by Russell F. 

Knutson, Publisher, Fridt jof-Karla Press, which announced that a 
new book, "My Struggle", by Commander Lincoln Rockwell, founder 
of the American. Nazi Party (ANP), was now available for $6.75 
a copy or $4 per copy in a special ps^publication offer, if five 
or more copies were ordered. 

The press release describes • "My Struggle" as an 
'“intimate autobiography with the total inside story of America’s 
undisputed^ S$cu' 1: villain" . 


The source further advised that James H. Madole, leader 
of the National Renaissance Party (NRP), was thinking of inviting 
Rockwell to address a meeting of the NRP, but as yet has not 
been able to work out a plan or to decide whether to do it.. 

Madole reportedly commented that he must have public ity and . 
therefore, wishes to invite Rockwell to an NRP meeting in order 
"to attract Nationalists not Jews" . 

The source stated he could furnish no additional 
information at this time concerning Madole* s projected invitation 
to Rockwell.

AMERICAN NAZI PARTY 

A source, who has furnished reliable information in 
the past, advised on February 27 , 1959, that George Lincoln 
Rockwell of Arlington, Virginia, had held an organizational 
meeting of the World Union of Free Enterprise, National 
Socialists (WUFENS) at his residence on February 26, 19^9, 

Six persons were present and they, according to the source, 
comprised the beginning of an officer corps of the organization. 
Rockwell told those present that the WUFENS would be an international 
movement, but that the section of the organization in the United 
States would be known as the American Party of the WUFENS. 

Rockwell on March 29, 1959, furnished to Special 
Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation a o#py of the 
program of the WUFENS, stating he expects to become President of 
the United. States through the organization’s platform. The main 
tenets of the WUFENS, as reflected in the program, called for 
the migration of Negroes to Africa and the trial and execution 
of all Jews guilty of Communist and Zionist treason. 

The source advised on August 9, i960, that the main 
activity of the organization has consisted of picketings of the 
White House with anti-Jewish placards, distribution of anti- Jewish 
literature and open-air talks by Rockwell, attacking Jews as 
traitors to the United States. On July 3, i960 and July 24, i960, 
Rockwell was arrested on charges of disorderly conduct. The 
charges arose out of talks by him on those dates. On the latter 
occasion, sixteen other members of the American Nazi Party also were 
charged n^bh disorderly conduct. :

FAIR PLAY POR CUBA COMMITTEE (FPCC) 

The April 6, i960, edition of "The New York Times" 
newspaper contains a full page advertisement captioned, 

"What Is Really Happening in Cuba," placed by the FPCC. 

This advertisement announced the formation of the FPCC 
in New York City, listed various sponsors of the Committee 
and declared the FPCC intended to promulgate "the truth 
about revolutionary Cuba" to neutralize the distorted 
American press on Cuban affairs . 

"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United 
States Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 
1961, Dr. CHARLES A. SANTOS-BfCH identified himself as one 
of the organizers of the FPCC. Also, Dr. SANTOS-BUCH 
identified ROBERT TABER as a co-organizer of the FPCC 
and said TABER drafted the aforementioned FPCC advertisement. 
Dr. SANTOS-BUCH further testified that he and TABER obtained' 
$3,500 from the Cuban Government through the son of Cuba's 
Foreign Minister, which funds, along with about $1,100 
collected from supporters of the ; FPCC, paid for the cost 
of aforementioned advertisement in "The New York Times. 

On October 3, I960, a source advised that the 
Socialist Workers Party (SWP) In New York had become 
active in the FPCC, and that SWP members, in a recent. 

FPCC election, had been ab£e to remove several Communist 
Party members who were on the Executive Board of the FPCC 
and gain control of the organization. This source asserted 
that the SWP members believed that they had achieved a 
great influence in the course of the Cuban revolution 
through their control of the FPCC.

The April 6, I960, edition of "The New York Times" 
newspaper contains a full page advertisement captioned, 

"What Is Really Happening in Cuba," placed by the FPCC. 

This advertisement announced the formation of the FPCC 
in New York City, listed various sponsors of the Committee 
and declared the FPCC intended to promulgate "the truth 
about revolutionary Cuba" to neutralize the distorted 
American press on Cuban affairs. 

"The New York Times" edition of January 11, 19^1, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United 
States Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 
1961, Dr. CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified himself as one 
of the organizers of the FPCC. Also, Dr. SANTOS- BUCK 
identified ROBERT TABER as a co-organizer of the FPCC. 
and said TABER drafted the aforementioned FPCC advertisement. 
Dr. SANTOS-B'&CH further testified that he and TABER obtained 
$3*500 from the Cuban Government through the son of Cuba's 
Foreign Minister, which funds, along with about $1,100 
collected from supporters of the ; FPCC, paid for the cost 
of aforementioned advertisement in "The New York Times." 

On October 3, i960, a source advised that the 
Socialist Workers Party (SWP) in New York had become 
active in the FPCC, and that SWP members, in a recent. 

FPCC election, had been able to remove several Communist 
Party members who were on the Executive Board of the FPCC 
and gain control of the organization. This source asserted 
that the SWP members believed that they had achieved a 
great influence in the course of the Cuban revolution 
through their control of the FPCC. 

On February 10, 1961, a second source advised 
that PHIL BART, National Organizational Secretary and 
member of the National Committee, CP, USA, had reportedly 
stated recently that the FPCC had been captured by the 
Trotskyites, but that the CP had not given up in the FPCC. 

The SWP and the CP, USA, have been designated 
by the Attorney General of the United States pursuant to
